ma. The sale of town lots has been 
an enorm ous revenue producer for the 
Indians, and their oil and gas in ­ 
tr 
is no inconsiderable am ount. 
Thus Mr. 
K elsey reports the total 
sa les of oil for the fiscal year 1910 
at 44,221,000 barrels.. For the fiscal 
year 1909 the total 
w as 40,210,000 
barrels; for 1908 it was 41,101,000 and 
for 1907 it w as 
21,717,000 
barrels. 
F ot the year 1910 the royalties on 
oil and gas leases aggregated $1,385- j 
544.66 of individual Indian m oneys. 
Bonus amounted to $47,261.50. In ad­ 
dition to th ese item s there w ere pipe 
line damages of nearly $3,000. 
As the total receipts of the Indian 
agency w ere $2,562,736 for the year, 
it -will be seen that the oil and gas 
industries contributed more than one- 
ihalf of all. In the sam e proportion 
these industries have enriched the 
eastern half of the State of Oklaho­ 
m a during the past five years.
